The Riots in Newfounclla.'id. 

The folliuviiig is anoiher version of the 
riots in Newfoundland, taken I'lom a St. 
John's paper : 

The session of the Colonial Parliament 
opened on the 7lh of June, and the intense 
excitement occasioned by ihe known deter- 
mination of the Government to reject the 
claims to seats of two members in the As- 
sembly, in order that tho Governor might 
be enabled to control tho Assembly, and 
shape its actions in accordance with govern- 
ment views. As was expected, Ihe two 
members were refused Iheir seals : and tliey 
claiming the right to occupy them, were, by 
order of the Governor, foreinly ejected from 
the Assembly Hall. Upon Ihe question of 
going into an election for Speaker, a mem- 
ber named Kent made an eloquent and able 
speech, sliowing that the goveriimeni had 
conspired to accomplisli this unlawful and 
tyranical act for a base purpose, and lhat he 
did not envy the power they acquired in 
such a manner. He wound up by protest- 
».ig against the election of a Speaker at lhat 
time, and insisted that his protest should 
form apart of the recoid of the proceedings. 
This speech had, no doubt, the effect of fir- 
ing many who before were indifferent. An 
immense crowd were now coiigiegated out- 
side llie Colonial building, and it became 
dilEcult for ihose who counseled peace to 
keep them from attacking the building. The 
priests mixed freely with the crowd, conjur- 
ing tlieW 'lib ?en>ain*qlileti,'*iid warning them 
of the» fearful loss of life which woujd 
ensue, should they attack the building in 
question. These appeals frcni the clergy 
had the desired effect at th-t time, and ihe 
crowd commenced to scatter through the 
city. 

As evening began, a crowd, mostly boys, 
attacked f.vo stoies occupied by persons who 
wore obnoxious to them, smashing iho win- 
dows /.and iuinaking away wiih the goods. 
-Ju'dgiS 'LittleJ'httVibg been apprised of what 
was transpiring, issued orders for the mili- 
tai',^J^tbe;sW»nionet|jinto taYtSji '-^'''o P"*"" 
ence of the troops' excited anew the fury of 
the townspeople'J .ftSnei'Wer'fflfirown at the 
soldiers anii-CoUr Gijantvitbeir^ commander, 
struck and insulted • when the order to fire 
was given, seven shots* told— three of them 
morially. Among the wounded was Kev. 
Jeremiah O'Donnell, one of ihe most es- 
teemed and loved priests in the land, who was 
wounded while endeavoring to keep back 
tho crowd. Alibis juncture, the efforts of 
Ihe Catholic Clergy again had a good effect. 
The Cathedral bell was rung, and the turbid 
crowd, as if bj magic, turned towards the 
bouse of God. till every space within its huge 
walls, was filled to overflowiiii:. 

The Right Kev. Dr. Mullock appeared on 
Ihe altar in ponlilicals, and wiili heartfelt 
supplications conjured the people to be calm, 
lo keep Ihe peace and go to their homes. 
He presenied them the chalice, containing 
the sacrament, and exacled a promise that 
they would obey his instruclions and en- 
deuTor to prevail on others to do the same. 
Thus ended wbal bid fair in the beginning, 
to be a terrible and bloody riot.

Tht; tap.-ter, over- 
hearing this, declnred it to the magistrate, 
tvho caused them to be apprehended ; and 
in consequence of the contradictory state- 
rnents ami evasivi; answefs, urged them so 
far tliat lliey confessed li'i" truth, and re- 
ceived their deserved puni^hlIlen(.
